In October, the Faculty Senate voted favorably 
on the proposed change from Kansas State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Applied Science to Kan- 
sas State university. 

hk Dec^ber, the Board of Directors of the 
Alumni association voted unanimously in favor 
of a possible name change. At more than 40 
alumni meetings during 1957, the change was 
favored by a majority vote. 

We think it's safe to say that a majority of K- 
Statefs weald prefer ^ nane '^Kansas. State 
mawstty.** Bemmmi n Is dovlittiil that this 
particular change will be made.

I am 
apt to believe that It will be 
celd»rated by svcceedlng genera- 
tions as the great anntyersary 
festival. It ought to be com- 
memorated as the day .of deliver- 
ance, by aolenin aets of devo- 
tiOn to God Almighty. 

" It ought to be solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with 
shows, games and sporta, guns, 
bells, bonfires and illuminations, 
from one end of this continent 
to the other, from this time for- 
ward, forevermore. ..." 

Adams was referring to the 
adoption hy tha Coatlaental Con- 
greet on the day batora- vt tha 
reaotntion offered by Richard 
Hoary Laa ot Virginia that 
'*lheao Xtmtm Calostoa a^ and 
of a right ought to ba, firaa and 
independeitt."

Would-Be Class of '62 JE^olls; 
Will It Remain Heterogeneous?

TIIE FIK8T of the fresli- 
iiieii pre-enrollees arrived 

on canijius this week for 
two days of testing, physi- 
cals, advisement, and orien- 
tiitlon. Fiftetn himdred fu- 
ture K-Staters Wlio oome 
from widely varied social, 
eponomic, ethnic, and reli- 
gious backgrounds will pre- 
enroll during the next four 
weeks. 

They're A hetorogeneous 
group now, but what will 

they be in 10G2? According 
to Dr. Philip E. Jacob, pro- 
fessor of i)olitical science at 
the University of Pennsy- 
lvania, we can expect the 
survivors to be little 
changed and much alike. 

In a study entitled 

"Changing Values in Col- 
lege," Dr. Jacob (lescribps 
American college students 
(75 to 80 per cent of them, 
at least) as "remarkably 
homogeneous/' "glor^usly 
oontentad," and "self-een- 
tered." 

This homogeneity, I>r. 
Jacob believes, comes not 



because students' values are 
clianged by the college ex- 
perience, but because those 
who survive are already 
equipped with values that 

"enable them to fit comfort- 
ably into the ranks of col- 
lege almanl/' 

tBB AS917ilFTI0ir iin- 
d«^lyliig college edocattonal 
programs designed to "lib- 
eralize" students is that 
they need certain civilizing 
values in order to live by 
means of a trained mind. 
However, Dr. Jacob m^b 
college serves to "sodaltse" 
the individual and to "pol* 
ish uj)" his values. 

Dr. Jacob says ])ursuance 
of a liberal arts program, 
general education curricu- 
lum, or vocational or profes- 
sional option makes little 
impression on-the student's 
outlook. 

Things we onu expect to 
reach students during their 
four-year stay at college, 
says Dr. Jacob, are the cli- 
mate of the institution, the 
personal magnetism of in- 




m^mm somom ask /me that Qu&smti' 
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structors who have strong 
value committments them- 
selves, and personal experi- 
ences within their intellec- 
tual development. 

On the similarity of col- 
lege students, the University 
of Minnesota student news- 
paper says being liked by 
being alike has risen to 
first place in surveys of 
what teen-agers want out 
of college. We wonder if 
this popularity-poll confor- 
mity hasn't lead us down 
the ^th to acftdeitilc 
apathy. 

DOES K-STATE' fit the 
pattern? We'd be willing 
to bet it does. Just the 
same, we'd like to see some- 
one conduct a study of the 
woUld-he class of *62~rto 
determine the character of 
"changing values at (Kan- 
sas State) college."

Now that "one 
of Manhattan's hottest zoning lights is oyer/* we 
>W)nder what all the shouting's about. 

The land which was re-zoned for multiple 
dwellings and which is now available to frater- 
nities and sororities Is located a far piece from 
the cainpiu-Hiortbeast of the interaection of 
CkiUege ayeniie and dlafdn roAd. Wedoabtilist 
many K-Staters would relish a SO-mlttute lite 
to class and we think by the time the ar«a it 
built up, on-campu8 parking may be a thing of 
the past. 

College authorities backed this re-zoning to 
insure the Greeks ample room for expansion to 
meet future ittident hourtng needs. They did 
this, we suspect* with ui «ye on estimates that 

by 1972 K-State will have a housing defloency 

for 3,300 students. This figure Includes gener- 
ous estimates of a 75 per cent increase in so- 
rority housing, a 50 per cent increase in frater- 



nity housing, and a 40 per cent increase In pri- 
vate accommodations. Smaller increases in any 
of these would place an added burden on College 
facilities. 

rat COIiLSei, then, is aware that firsterni- 
ties and sororities are- going to need more room 

for expansion — we think it ought to be just as 
concerned about the heat location for this 
growth. 

Many of the people we have talked to admit 
that the location of the re-zoned site is unde- 
slndlde hut are quick to add. "Land's scarce, 
whtfre else ^ould they go?" 

Actually. Kansas State has an ideal spot right 
in Its own backyard. The tract is located north 
of LeGore lane on north Manhattan avenue 
(near the women's dorms), and at present be- 
longs to the College. 

Since making the State-owned land available 
would require special action by the Legislature, 
President McCain has appointed a committee to 
study the matter. The land might possibly be 
sold to the Endowment association, which could 



then sell lots (probably nine of mem) to f 
nities and sororities.

Dr. Parrish sailed from Yoko- 
hama directly to Los Angeles, and 
came from Los Angeles to Man- 
hattan by train.

- ABOUT HAZtF of 60 K-State students Questioned 
beUeve tbal the United States Is ooacemed about 
. tlie Middle Bast crisis because of Its interest in oil 
«»d other resourcea in the area. 

I;i a poll by the Collegian, the students were 
asked, "Why do you think the United SUtes is so 
concerned with the crisis in the Middle Bast?'* 

About 30 per cent replied, that the United States 
wants to lu^ more oommfinlst agression. About 
five per cent thought that this counti>3r is oencemed 
with the safety of' American citizens, and another 
five per cent thought that the U.S. sent tr(»ps into 
the area to uphold its name. ' 

Approximately 10 per cent of the students ques- 
tioned didn't have an answer, or said they didn't 
know. 

THB CRISIS^ has beeh made more severe by the 
recent revolution in Iraq. Recently, while address* 
ing a group of Minnesota newspaper editors. Viae- 
President Nixon said that troops were sent into the 
area because "our intelligence information showed 
there was a chance that, if we didn't move quickly, 
Lebanon would go the way of Iraq." His feelings 
were that a chain reaction might have set in 
throughout the Middle Bast if we h^dnt acted. 

The Middle Bast area accounts for 64 per cent 
of the world's known oil reserves, and currently 
provides Western Europe with more than four- 
fifths of its oil supplies. It also offers a land bridge 
between three continents— Africa, Europe, and 
Asia; therefore it is of the utmost strategic impor- 
tance.
